Messrs. Eegon, McDonald, Randolph, 
Kernan and Wallace will be succeeded 
by republicans. These changes will 
alone tie the senate; and the political 
complexion of that body will turn upon 
four contingencies: 

1. The retention of Kellogg. 

2. The succession of Mr. Booth. 

3. The succession of Mr. Sharon. 

4. The filling of Mr. Bailey’s seat. 

The other seats in the foregoing list 
will be filled without affecting the politi- 
cal status of the senate; and, counting 
Messrs. Mabone and Davis as democrats, 
we have only the four propcsitions to 
consider in trying to determine which 
party will control the next senate. As 
the determination oi the first proposition 
may depend to some extent upon the 
prior determinations of the two following 
propositions, and as these two will be 
quickly determined by the returns, we 
turn the whole matter over to the reader, 
who, having all pertinént and accessible 
information in hand, can quickly see 
whether or not the democrats are to 
have a foothold in any one of the three 
branches of the government after the 
fourth day of March next. 

The Next House. 

Let us, without unnecessary preface, 
see how the popular branch of congress 
will probably stand after the fuurth day 
of next March. tay: 

The house consists of 293 members. 
In the present congress, this number 
consists of 147 democrats, 130 republi- 
cans and 16 greenbackers; but as there 
is practically no third party in congress, 
the house may now be said to stand 154 
democrats and 13% republicans, showing 
aclear democratic majority, at least on 
general questions, of 15. The republicans 
gained 6 members in Ohio, 2 in Indiana, 
and 1 in Oregon. This brought the 
standing of the two parties on Tuesday 
of this week to these figures—democrats 
146, republicans 147. 

The returns that have come to hand 
at this writing show that the democrats 


- have gained three seats in New York— 
_ Chittenden’s, the Buffalo and the Albany 
 districts—two in Pennsylvania, the thir- 
teenth and twentieth, and probably one 
-» in Michigan—total 6. The republicans 
~ have gained one in Iowa, where Kasson

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In New York W. W. Astor, who was 


seventh district, may be defeated. The 
republican plurality in this district two 
years ago was only 455. Taking all 
things in consideration the democrats 
can safely claim a gain of three seats in 
New York. They may get one or two 
more. In Pennsylvania we have unex- 
pectedly carried a rural district. These 
gains will undoubtedly hold good when 
fuller returns come in. The republicans 
have gained a member in each of Sie 

states: Iowa, Kentucky, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri and Wisconsin. They claim an ad- 
ditional seat in Missouri, besides one in 
Illinois and one in Virginia. It is not 
yet clear that Mr. Goode is defeated 
in the second district of Virginia, or that 
Mr. Moore, republican, has carried the 
tenth district of Tennessee; but as the 
democrats may suffer other losses in this 
tidal wave, we are inclined to admit that 
the republicans will probably have a 
clear majority of ten in the next house. 


The Result. 

It is hardly necessary to refer in detail 
tothe various causes and ‘combinations 
of causes which have resulted in the de- 
feat of General Hancock. That result 
tells its own story, and if it is not elo- 
quent it is at least convincing. It is the 
culmination of-a series of blunders be- 
ginning with the Potter committee and 
ending with the surrender of the party 
to the selfish whims of an element which 
had Mr. John Kelly for its commanding 
general and Mr. Thomas A. Hendricks 
as a volunteer . adjutant—blunders 
flanked, and supported, and almost over- 
shadowed by a halting, limping cam- 
paign, which crippled itself afresh at 
every turn and corner. Whatever re- 
grets we may have over the result are 
largely tempered by the fact that, so far 
as the democratic party is concerned, it 
will be effective in bringing to the front 
new forces, new issues and new men. 
Thoughtful democrats will draw from it 
the consolation that much of the rubbish 
which has formed the stock-in-trade of 
shiftless politicians and reckless leaders 
will be swept away, and room made, for 
issues that are practical and permanent. 

It would appear that the line of sec- 
tionalism has been sharply drawn_by the 
votes of the north; but there is nothing 
depressing in this fact. We are willing 
that the north should draw the sectional 
line in polities, if the south be permitted 
to draw the seetional line with respect to 
the progress and improvement of its in- 
dustrial processes, and the nourishment 
of those conditions and forces which 
make a people prosperous and happy in 
their flelds, their workshops and their 
homes. We weuld impress upon those 
who fall within the influence of Tue 
Constitution, that the people of the 
south have no vital interest in electing a 
democratic president or in controlling 
the government. We believe it would 
have been better for the whole country 
if General Hancock had teen elected— 
better for the blacks as well as the whites 
—but we propose to make the best of 
General Garfield. If he is  con- 
trolled by the impulses of patriotism 
and‘statesmanship, the south will reap 
its share of tne benefits. If, on the oth- 
er band, he is controlled by the strenu- 
ous spirit of sectionalism which ani- 
mates the less reputable leaders of his 
party, we shall endeavor, as heretofore, 
to make the most of it. We have our 
own sectional affairs to lookafter. We 
have a prosperous future before us, and 
to this we should look constantly. We 
have the cause of public education to 
promote and the welfare of a great and 
growing section to foster. We have no 
time to spend in vain regrets or uneasy 
anticipations. 

These are some of the suggestions of a 
defeat that is overwhelming, but not dis- 
astrous. One of the evidences that our 
people will not be depressed by the re- 
sult is the comparatively small vote cast 
in Georgia. The campaign in Georgia 
was without clamor, and if, as we judge, 
Hancock’s majority in the state is not 
more than forty thousand, it is reasona- 
‘ble to suppose that sixty thousand dem- 
ocrats remained away from the polls. 
The truth is, through the medium of 
their own industry, aided by propitious 
seasons, the-people have discovered that 
the success of no party is essential to 
their prosperity, and they will be likely 
to act upon*this knowledge hereafter in 
a way that will surprise and confuse the 
mere professional politicians. 

The south expected little more from 
General Hancock’s administration than 
it will ask from General Garfield’s: We 
want nothing more than simple justice— 
exact, absolute justice. Ifthe new pres- 
ident owes nothing to the south, he at 
least owes something to the country, and 
we shall be glad to see him cancel this 
debt by giving us an administration as 
fair, as just and as clear as that of Mr. 
Hayes.

The Atlentic opems up with the first in- 
stallment of Mr. James's serial story ‘The 
“Portrait of a Lady.” It isnot possible, as 
yet, to divine the intentions of Mr. James, 
but he has evidently arranged his material 
for a series of exceedingly subtle charaeter 
drawings.

The inquiry is often made as to why New 
Quatahe does eet receive a large amount of the 
cotton and produce of Georgia and North Ala- 
bama, aud ——— the entire trade of those 
States goes to Savannah and Charleston instead 
of this city, which formerly enjo a large share 
of the business not alone of a and Ala- 
bama, but of Tennessee and Florida? The 
answer is very simple, but it discloses a difficulty 
that calls for the serious consideration not alone 
of our business men, but of our abiest thinkers 
and legislators. 

Under an act of the Georgia! ature, a com- 
bination of tailway and siea p lines has 
formed, the object of which is two establish and 
maitain such rates of freight as will force all 
traffic over their lines to the eastern sea ,ani 
eff ctually shut out New Orleans from competi 
for a trade which she would otherwise enjoy, an 
which nothing but such a combination of rail- 
ways could prevent her receiving. 
This organization is called the southern railway | 
anu steamsbip association, and the object, as an- 
nounced in its published agreements and rules, is 
“to facilitate the transaction of busine« between 
said parties, and between said parties and other 
transportation companies, relating to such of the 
freight traffic in which any ove of said 
directly or indirectly interested with any other or 
others of said partie~, or with any other transpor- 
tation company.’’ The result of this close corpor- 
ation, and of the rules adopted by it, is to inflict 
a peualty upou every shipper who my prefer 
New Orleens a3 @ market, and who may have the 
temerity to send cotton or other p.oducts here in- 
stead of to Savannah, Charleston or Noriolk, or to 
New York via ths railway and sieamsbip lines 
b-ionging to the as« ciation. 

The tariffs adopted are practically an embargo 
on our trade, and are as hostile in spirit to Louits- 
jana as though Georgia were a toreign power 
inimical to this state aud desirous of cripplipvg our 
eommmerce. Clearly, ifitbe ia the power of one 
state to declare this sort of a commercial embarzo 
against another, if an organization can be formed 
under Georgia laws that shail, in effect, " to a‘l 
the people within her borders and in jacent 
states, You shall notgo to New Orleans with 
your goods, but must send them to the points 
designatea by us,” it is time tor Louisiana and 
the other states affectid by this action to consicer 
what steps should be taken to effect a change of 

icy. We are not in favor of the general govern- 
ment interfering in the conduct and manage 
meut of railways, butare free to confess that the 
sort of hostility evinced by Georgia to Louisiana 
is of a nature to greatly strengthen the arguments 
of those who hold that congress should appoint a 
railway commission to regulate tariffs, etc, 
Parties in Atianta who were desi ous receutly of 
shipping cotton to this point, found that they 
were barred by high rates over the West Point 
and Atlanta railroad, which was tied up in 
the Georgia railway poo!, and was effectually 
shut off from doing any New Urleans business. 

We trust that the authorities of Georgia will 
look into this matter and see if something cannot 
be done to remedy the existing evil. It appears 
to ns that the rnles and regulatious of the South- 
ern railway and steamship associaiiun are in con- 
flict with the act of the legislature and with the 
standard of *‘just and reasonable rates’’ adopted 
by the state railroad commission. 


Mr. Athinson’s Address.
